 ‘Washingvon, D. C., Jan 16—{Special.}]—An 
fwdlictment of the Indian service of the gov- 
ernment ts made by the committee on expen- 
aitures in the tnterior department in a report 
which will be made to the house tomorrow. 

The- report, which was written by Repre- 
sentative Graham of Illinois, chairman of the 
committee. asserte that the Chippewa In- 
@ians of the White Earth reservation in Min- 
nesota were robbed of mititons of dollare’ 
worth of pine timber by lumber companice 
operating under favorable lestela tion and ad- 
ministra of Indian affairs. 

* Another. proof of maladministration, ac- 
cording to the committee, is the pitiful condi- 
tion of this Indian tribe resulting from the 
ravages of trachoma and other diseases. 

The committee asserts that unless reforms 
are adopted all the other Indian tribes stand 
tm danger of losing their possessions. 


Decide Upon Full Inquiry. 
“An opportunity, says the report, “ was 
presented in connection with this White 


“Earth investigation to get a few of the gen- 


eral conditions pervading the Indian 
service in its general relations to congress, 
and the executiye department, of which it is 
a branch, to the whites having or seeking to 
have business or politieal relations with 
them, and to the individuals or organizations 
claiming to have the welfare of the Indians 
especially in mind, as all these were more or 
less involved in the White Earth troubles, 
and ave thought it might prove useful to have 
euch information collected in a consecutive 
way. 

The showing these made is well calculated 
to excite sorrow and commiseration for the 
Indians and to excite a strong feeling of dis- 
trust for a considerable part of the govern- 
ment service. and the belief that unless some 
thorough, honest, and comprehensive me- 
mem is inaugurated, it soon will be too late 


to save these wards of the government and | 


their vast interests from the grasping greed 
of traders and the incompetence or ineffici- 
ency of the Indian bureau. 


One Man Controls 81, 000, 000, 000. 

The aggregate property of the Indians of 
the United States is in the neighborhood 
of 51,000,000. 000. 

The commissioner of Indian affairs is 
the trustee for this vast amount of property 
and administers it as he sees fit. He gives 
no bond in connection. with it and the only 
way his acts can be reviewed is by an ap- 
peal to the secretary of the interior, who 
necessarily has not the time to go into the 
complicated and voluminous details of affairs 
which frequently arise in such a vast and 
‘varied matter. It is an anomalous situation. 
Nothing like it or nearly like it can be found 
anywhere else. If a remedy is to be found 
for it congress must find it. 

“We would respectfully urge a careful 
perusal of this portion of the record. which 
we submit in the hope that it may help to 
brihg about better conditions.’ 


. Tells of Terrible Suffering. 

On the subject of the physical condition of 
these Indians the report says: 

Scenes more pitifulbthan these witnessed 
by your subcommittee during the trip over 
the reservation could hardly be tmagined, 
In the district around Pine Point, in the 
goutheast part of the reservation, where 
ebout 500 Indians live, nearly every man, 
woman, and child is afflicted with trachoma, 
and many are blind. Twenty-five per cent 
of these people suffer from tuberculosis and 
4 per cent from other dread diseases. 

Each hut visited was a chamber of hor- 
rors. Sometimes ten or more Indians were 
huddled together at night in a single room. 
trying in vain to keep out the intense cold, but 
succeeGing only in keeping out the fresh air 
with scanty bedclothes that reeked with filth 
and vermin. 

* In unbearable stench and awful squalor 
Tittle children, almost naked, aged women, 
blind and helpless men, once strong, but now 
broken by disease, live a life without hope.

COURT MAY ALLOW CHICAGO 
| MORE WATER FOR CANAL. 


Loss of Pending Injunction Suit Before 
Judge Landis by Government Would 
Permit Additional Diversion. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 15—[Spectak }— 
Chicago may be able to win in the federal 
courts the additiona! diversion of lake water 
for sanitation in spite of the prohibition by 
Secretary of War Stimson. 

Attention was directed to this possibility 
today by a conference between Attorney 
General Wickersham and District Attorney 
Wilkerson of Chicago on the trial of the 
drainage canal case, which will begin before 
Judge Landis in April. 

The suit was brought by the federal gov- 
ernment to enjoin the sanitary district from 
diverting’ more, than 10,000 > feet of 
water per second when the Sag channel is 
completed. If the government loses Chicago 
cannot be prevented from using all the water 
necessary to sanitation without asking au- 
thority of the secretary of war or enybody 
else. 


MOTHERS’ PENSION IN IOWA? 


Bill Introduced in Lower House of. 
Assembly Provides $10 a Month 
for Each Child Under 16. 25 


Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 16.— [Special. I—Moth- 
ers’ pensions are provided in a bill introduced 
into the house of the general assembly today 
by Frank S. Shankland of Polk county. 

The bill would give mothers who are unable 
to care for their children a pension of $10 a 
month for each child. The state board of 
control would have charge of the distribu- 
tion of the money. 

The income for any child would cease as 
soon as he became 16 years old.

Four Federal J urists May Face 
Impeachment at Hands 
of Congress.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—I Special. J— 
Congress promises to have its hands occupied 
for some time in dealing with cases volving 
the purity of thé courts. | 

The senate has followed up its dismissal of 
Judge Robert W. Archbald from the Court 
of Commerce by agreeing to the abolition of 
the entire court. | 

The house judiciary committee proposes to 
investigate charges filed againet Federal Dis- 
trict Judges John C. Pollock of Kindes and 
A. 8. Van Valkenburg of St. Louis. 

Charges have been made against Ciroult 
Judge Peter C. Pritchard and District Judge 
James E. Boyd of North Carolina in a report 
submitted by Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue Cabell. i : 

Acts Against Taft Wishes. 

In deciding to terminate the Commerce 
court congress has acted’ against the wishes 
of President Taft. The court was created on 
the recommendation of the president and it 
has been maintained by him through the ex- 
ercise of the veto power. 

He urgently insisted that an appropriation 
should be made to pay its expenses during 
the next fiscal year. Congress is willing to 
extend the life of the tribunal only to the 
close of the fiscal year, and this conceasion is 
granted because of the necessity of giving the 
judges time to distribute the cases pending 
before them. 

Otherwise the court would end on March 4, 
until which date the existing appropriation 
is available. ¥ 

Much Opposition in Senate. 

Considerable opposition was shown in the 
senate today to the proposition to permit the 
court to live until June 30. A combination of 
“old guard Republicans and reactionary 
Democrats and e few progressive Democrats 
succeeded in bringing about its adoption by a 
vote of 38 to 20 

The amount appropriated is sightly under 
$20,000. Senators Cummins and Kenyon, of 
Iowa. were the only Republicane of progres- 
sive tendencies who favored the provision. 

The chances are that the house will join 
with the senate in authorizing the appropria- 
tion, but it is understood in both chambers 
that no effort is to be mace during the extra 
session to obtain an appropriation during the 
next fiscal year. 


Cabell Charges Against Judges. 

The latest charges against federal judges, 
those involving Judge Pritchard and Judge 
Boyd, are found in a report made by In- 
ternal Revenue Commissioner Cabell. Mr. 
Cabell ts seeking to collect $30,000 in taxes 
on whisky due the government from the D. 
C. Foster distilery of Williams, N. C., which 
is owned by N. Glenn Williams. 

In 1011, Cabell ordered the sale of whisky 
on’ which Williams had failed to pay the tax 
The sale was enjoined by Judge Boyd. The 
injunction was dissolved by order of the 
Court of Appeals, Judge Pritchard dissent- 
ing. The sale was about to be cgeried out 
when Judge Pritchard stopped it, and the 
matter is still pending. 

In a report made to Secretary of the Treas- 
ury MacVeagh last week, Commissioner 
Cabell says there was disclosed 4 history 
of frauds against the government, of de- 
bauchery of employés, bribery of revenue 
officers, and succéssful theft that would 
seem more in place in the Arabian nights 
entertainment as a report of the adventures 
of Ali Baba and his forty thieves, than as a 
record of fact in a civilized government. 


Tells Defiance to Courts. 

Attorney R. H. McNeill of Washington in- 
terviewed Cabell in behalf of Williams, Pa- 
bell reports that McNelll stated: „Judge 
Boyd was the intimate friend of Mr. Williams, 
and my recollection is, although I cannot be 
entirely positive, that he included Judge 
Pritchard also,’’ and that Judge Bord was 
not going to permit Mr. Holton [the district 


attorney] or anybody else to attack Wil- | 


Hams.’ 

Cabell repliedjthat “if the judges were 
using their o 1 positions to protect a 
poktical friend who had been detected in 
defrauding the government, they were not fit 
for a moment to remain on the bench.”

As a housekeeper of twenty years’ experi- 
ende perhaps I may be able in a small Way 
to help some younger wife to fight the high 
cost of living. o begin with, never use 
next month's salary to pay this month's ex- 
penses, Always pay cash and if not able to 
do that, buy just as little as poseibie until 
you have saved enough to begin on a cash 
Perhaps the kitchen is the place to 


waste there than in any other ad-:partment of 
the home. When boiling potatoes, I boll 
enough with one burner to serve for several 
days, cfeamed; sliced, or a salad; also the same 
in boiling of baking meats, as it can de used 
as croquettes, meat pie, sliced cold or used in 
the despised hash, which is exceilent if rightly 
made I save all cold bread for pancakéa, 
puddings, dressing, and breaded dishes, left 
over vegetables for soups or salads, all the 
small pieces of soap from the bathroom for 
the Monday wash boiler, egg shelis to clarify 
coffee, left over biscuit dough or pancake 
batter I add to my sour milk “pitcher, All 
8 of suet, fats, ete., for my cup of fry- 
ngs,” 

In my sewing room, dy the use of a dress 
form bought cheaply, I make my own dresses, 
doing them much more to my own taste be- 
cause I have more time to study how to trim 
them than the dressmaker, who is always in 
a hurry. Night gowns are made into skirts 
when the upper parts are worn. Shirt walsts 
into corset covers. Flour sacks into tea tow- 
els, and sometimes into sash curtains. Old 
Woolen suits are made into pretty one piece 
dresses. Three oid sheets made into one 
good one, Window blinds are turned upside 
down and rehemmed on the sewing machine— 
lace curtains likewise, thereby causing the 
worn places to be hidden in the gathers on 
the pole, The center widths of carpets and 
mattings are ripped apart and laid next to 
the wall. Small aprons are made from the 
good parts of shirts, the back making the 
apron, the front making the ruffle and the 
sleeves, belt, and strings. Every worn out 
tabie cloth makes four good napkins from the 
corners, By these homely devices I am able 
to save at least $2 a week out of my house- 
hold expenses and for many ,years have had 
& small bank account. 3

Fireless Cooker Big Saver. 


The biggest help we have found has been a 
fireless coower, Our gas bill has been so small 
that we consider 40 of 40 cents exorbitant. For 
instance, we buy the large end of the best brand 
of ham, start it boiling on the gas stové, a mat- 
ter of about tWenty minutes, then put it in the 
cocker and leave it there until dinner time in 
the evening, when it is taken out ready to 
serve. At the same time in one of the other 
compartments sweet potatoes are boiling and in 
another perhaps rice or stewed fruit of some 
kind to be used in a dessert. 

All this is done without the use of gas except 
to start with, and the dinner is out of mind 
until a short time before serving. Ne running 
to the stove to see if the water has boiled away. 

We also use our cooker for roasting, and 
things brown beautifully. A pot roast is ideal 
cooked this way, also véal loaf, and we even 
roasted a small turkey in it. Have also baked 
brown bread this way. 

Sunday mornings the dinner is prepared and 
put in the cooker to be taken out at Whatever 
time We decide. If we want to change our 
minds and have dinner at 4 or 5 o'clock instead 
of 1 no harm is done. In the meantime the 
kitchen is left to itself and we can occupy our 
time with other matters. No matter how tough 
the meat or Shicken, 5 it always comes out tender 
from the fireléss cooker. 

We have had, pur cooker for about eighteen 
months, so it has deen thoroughly tested. 
Cheaper cute of meat can be used, as they will 
be tender and palatable cooked in this manner. 

I also want to tell of the splendid ideas -I 
have gained from the cook books gotten out by 
the department of agricalture.
